The city 
solicitor made a report on the ques- 
tion under the impression that the 
city had already collected the $105.70 
due, to the effect that as the owners, 
Messrs. Secord & York, had not ap- 
pealed in the proper time they had 
no legal right to a rebate of part of 
the license fee City Assessor Me- 
Millan explained, however, that he 
had only received $8.80, being the 
license fee for the part of the time the 
owners claimed thes Yale was  ¢on- 
dineted as an hotel In view of the 
misunderstanding the matter was 
referred back to the assessment com- 
mittee and the city solicitor to report 
at the council meeting tonight 

Contracts for City Work. 

The question of whether First 
street should be paved from Jasper 
avenue south te the incline railway 
Was brought up for discussion, and it 
was decided that the Bitulithie & 
Contracting Company should be given 


the contract to pave this portion of 


the street. with bitulithie pavement 
for a total cost of $11,178.85 There 
are 3,133 square yards to. be paved, 
and the Bitulithie Company agreed 
to do this work for $3.45 per square 
Pard, They also tendered on the 
construction of a concrete curb ant 
gutter on the cast side of this portion 
of First street at $1 per lineal foot, 
making a total cost of $11,178.85. Of 
this amount the city bears the expense 
6t paving on the street inter-sections 
and one-third of the balance of the 
street, and the property owners the 
balance of the cost. As the property 
owners have petitioned fér bitulithie 
povement the eouncil in committee 
decided to give the Bitulithie Com- 
pany the contract at the figure nam- 
ed, The laying of a conerete  side- 
walk on the East side of First street 
trom Jasper to College avenue will be 
leit until the property owners desire 
such a sidewalk 

The tenders for the supply of four 
drinking fountains to be placed on 
the streets of Edmonton were opened 
by the committee lust evening, Only 
two tenders were received, one from 
Gorman, Claneey & Grindley for a 
combination of people, horse and dog 
fountain for $95.50, and for a combin- 
ation for people and horses for $35. 
The Northern Supply Conypany offer- 
ed to supply a three combination 
fountain for $180. The lowest te nder, 
that of Gorman Clancey & Grindley 
was accepted at $95.50 per fountain, 

The tenders for the maintenance of 
the boulevards and the planting and 
prumug of trees on the boulevards 
und in the city nurseries, which were 
opened at the last council meeting, 
were discussed, Robt. Easton, of the 
Clover /Bar nurseries, offered to do 
the whole work for the season fot 
$1,028, M. Green's tender for eutting 
the grass on the boulevards was $800 
for the season, 22 1-2¢ for each tres 
planted and pruned, and Se for each 
tree transplanted and pruned inv the 
city nuyseries.”
